JOB SCOTT. 


UR beloved friend Jos. ScoTT was born in 

Providence, the 18th of Tenth month, 1751, 
new ſtyle, in that part of it now North Providence. 
His parents were JoHN and Lypia Scorr, who 
gave him ſuch opportunities as, through his turn for, 
literary improvement, he acquired both a competent. 
ſhare of common ſchool learning, and made ſome. 
progreſs in ſome other branches of literature, 


Tn his young years, it appears, that by diſregardin 
the Rh o inſtruction manifeſted” in bis gig 
mind, he was drawn into vanity, diſfipation, and 
folly. Repeated and great were his conflicts between' 
his depraved propenſities and the convictions of Truth; 
but the latter humbling and melting his heart into. 
contrition, he was gms favoured to ſee the 
evil of his. ways, and the deſtruction which awaited 
bim if he did not reject the tempter, forſake his 
wicked companions, and turn to the Lord, in obedi- 
ence to his holy law witten in his heart ; until at 


length he ſo learned * by the things which 
a - 


- 
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he-ſufered, that he gave up to the operations of the 
Spirit of Chriſt upon him, in the faith of its divine, 
reſtraining, preſerving, and ſanctifying power; and 
therein experienced the conſolation of his heavenly 
Father's love. | 
Being thus humbled under the various turnings 
of the Lord's hand upon him, and clearly convinced 
of the power and efficacy of the diſtinguiſhing prin- 
ciple of our holy profeſſion, viz. the Light of Chriſt 
within man, as God's gift for his ſalvation, he re- 
queſted the care, and became a member, of the 
Monthly meeting of Smithfield, then extending to 
Providence; and being of ſtrong and ready abilities, 
and his mind improved and enlarged by the ſancti- 

fying power of trutb, he was enabled and zealouſly 
and very uſefully diſpoſed, for the promotion of the 
cauſe: of righteouſneſs in which he was engaged. 


Having in the ſchool of Chriſt meaſurably learned 
the myſtery of the fall and reſtoration of man, and 
to. underſtand the Scriptures and pertinently to apply 
them, he was brought under the preparing hand of 
the Lord for the work of the miniſtry: under which 
diſpenſation his ſoul was deeply baptized and brought 
under great ſympathy with ſeeking ſouls, who were 


"= travailing in birth that Chriſt might be formed in 


them, to whom he was at times and ſeaſons enabled 
| 1 to adminiſter encouragement and conſo- 
lation. Thus for ſeveral years, as well as by letters 
and epiſtles, for which he was eminently gifted with 
ir ructive and edifying talents, he laboured for the 
promotion of the cauſe of Truth, now become precious 
in his faght; and about the 23d year of his age he 

peared in the miniſtry, at a publick meeting in 
rovidence, expreſſive of the deſire of his foul that 
on might ariſe and ſhake herſelf from the duſt of 
6 the, earth, and put on her beautiful garments.”

At this time he taught a ſchool in Providdud, 
in which employ he continued for ſeveral years, and 
afterwards in Smithfield, much to the ſatisfaction 
of his employers and the children and youth under 
his care; whoſe confidence and affections he very 
generally gained and preſerved, to ſome of wham 
his memory is yet precious. In his attendance of all 
our religious meetings, and in the various duties of 
private life, as well as in the relations of ſon, huſband, 
parent, and neighbour, he was truly exemplary. His 
appearance in the miniſtry was not ey 
when at home, and he was frequently into an 
example of ſilence when abroad; circumſpett not to 
miniſter without freſh anointing, and careful in at- 
tending cloſely to the turnings of the key of David, 
— — when that ſhuts none can open: and 
therefore, when he perceived his ſubject to cloſe and 
the life withdraw, bowever clear his opening and 
free the ſpring of life had been at his beginning, he 
would ſuddenly fit down, however in the eroſs: for 
he had a — to bear againſt all ſuperſieial and 
. mt and very fe erdüdeckin 0 

ity 
His ben wißt abroad n ee the acrtherly parts 
of the. Yearly Meeting of New-York, which proved 
a ſeaſon of cloſe probation and conflict of mind; yet 
endeavouring to attend to the pointings of duty from 
place to place, he was, as appears by his certificates, 
favoured to return with the approbation of thoſe he 
viſited ; and by a proſpect which it appears be had 
as be was returning home, not wholly unlike the 
apoſtle Paul's, 2 Cor. xii. he was ſtrengthened to 
— in a dedication of heart to the Lord: 
for, in this luminous and extatic proſpect, it appeared 
r that all his W

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_ clean before the Lamb, and he made to partake of 
«he © nſolations and joys of the heavenly hoſt ; yet 
like the apoſtle, he had ſoon to experience a thorn in 
the fleſh, leſt he ſhould be exalted above meaſure, 
And even the meſſenger of Satan was permitted to 
buffet him; but he beſought the Lord for his pre- 

ſervation, and received the conſoling anſwer of M 
grace is ſufficient for thee; for my ſtrength is

made perfect in weakneſs. Thus buffeted, tried, 
and tempted, he had to tread in the Reps of the great 
apoſtle, and his dear Lord and Maſter, and thereby 
became more perfected through ſufferings. 


_ He afterwards viſited New-York, New-Jerſey, 
and Pennſylvania twice, and once the Southern States 
as far as Georgia; returning certificates of the ap- 
probation of thoſe he viſited, among whom we have 
good reaſon to believe he has left many ſeals of his 
goſpel miniſtry, and impreffions of near and dear 
unity and fellowſhip with him as a brother beloved, 
as well in theſe as in other parts of our own Year] 
S He alſo viſited ſome part of the State of 
Connecticut, and had meetings among thoſe not of 
our ſociety. Soon after which a proſpect, that for 
Tome years before had opened to his view, of viſiting 
Great- Britain and Ireland, had fo ripened on his 
mind, as to induce him to open the fame to his 
Friends for their cone@rence and certificate. In the 
Ninth month, 1792, he received one from this 
Monthly meeting, and alſo one in the Tenth month 
from our Quarterly meeting for Rhode-Iſland. On 
the 26th of the Eleventh month he took a ſolemn leave 
of his family and friends at home, and failed from 
Boſton the 5th of the 'I'welfth- month, for Dunkirk 
in France. On the paſſage the ſhip ſprung a leak, 
And had a ſevere gale of wind; but it appears this 
Hut friend was preſerved *© reſigned and ſtayed through 
all,“ while the mariners on board were toſſed with 
amazement and terror; correſponding with a mo 
rns | ws?

ſpect which he received, and recorded in his journal 
left at home, about twelve months before he ſailed: 
on a view of which, a ſtriking evidence is thereb 

raiſed, that prophecy, or communication to the mind 
of future events, has not ceaſed; but that the Lord 
ſtill continues graciouſly to open his viſions of light 
to his devoted ſervants by way of pointing to duty, 
forewarning of events, and guiding the mind through 
them, in confirmation of divine ſuperintendance, and 
their faith in his gracious appearance. Es

He arrived at Dunkirk the 5th of the Firſt month, 
and after tarrying there about ten days, much to 
his own and friends ſatisſaction, he proceeded to 
F.ngland, taking ſome meetings in Kent, went to 
London, rear the different meetings in that city, 
then into Wales, and attended the ſeveral Month 
and Quarterly meetings and the Yearly meeting #t 
Carmarthen, thence to Briſtol, and, returning to 
London, attended the Yearly meeting there, who, 
in their epiſtle to ours, ſpeak of him in a very ſatis- 
factory manner. He then went to Liverpool, taki 
meetings in his way; and ſo paſſed over to lrelanc, 
and viſited all the meetings of Friends and ſome of 

| other ſocieties there; attended the national Half 
! Year's meeting in Dublin; and, while viſiting a few - 
meetings a ſecond time, he was taken ill of the ſmall- 
pox, at the houſe of our friend Elizabeth Shackleton, 
in Ballitore; from whence he dictated a letter on the 
14th of the Eleventh month, to his relations and 
friends z out of which, and an account taken by the 
friends who attended him, we extract the following: 
be fays, ©I am now twenty-eight Iriſh miles from 
© Dublin, entered five days into the ſmall-pox. I 
© feel eaſieſt to addreſs you, principally that you may 
© know my mind enjoys that which removes beyond. 
© all ſorrow.“ Of his children, he fays, I wiſh them 
© to get a little more learning than ſome of them are 
© at preſent in the way of; and although 1 do not 
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© wiſk much of the world's poliſh, yet it is, at this 
d ayful moment, my deſire that they may nat be 
£ brought up with much ruſticity; for this I believe 
has not very often contributed either to civil or 
< religious: uſefulneſs. My defire for my childrens 
$: ſubſtantial growth in the Truth, and ſtrict adher- 
L ence to all its diſcoveries to the cloſe of their days, 
© is by far my principal with for them. Out of the 
s.enjoyment-of a good degree of this precious inheri- 
c tance, I know of nothing in this world worth living 
6 for. Ve that know it, ſuffer nothing, I moſt cor- 
5 dially deſeech you, ever to divert your minds from 
san inereaſing and fervent purſuit after the fulneſs 
of it; even unto, the meaſure and ſtature of the 
b fulneſs of Chriſt.“ At another time, he ſaid, wy 
< ſpirits are under little or no depreffion : perhaps 
t never ſaw a time before, when all things not crimi- 
g nal were ſo nearly alike to me, in point of any 
& difturbance to the mind. When 1 verge a little 
towards fleep, I am all affoat, from the ſtate of my 
nerves, and forced immediately from beginning 
£: repoſe; but through all, the ſoul ſeems deeply 
E anchored in God: adding, © Muy heart ſeems 
1 melted within me, in retroſpective: view: all the 
former conflicts, however grievous in their time, 
bare lighter now than vanity, except as they are 
clearly ſeen to have contributed largely to the fancti- 
7 fication of the ſoul; as they are remembered with 
awfulneſs and gratitude before Him who has not 
been wanting to preſerve through them all; and as 
6 they ſeem likely to introduce, before long, an ex- 
+ ceeding and eternal weight of glory.“ At another 
time he ſaid, It is the Lord chat enables to coincide | 
with his will, and fay Amen to all the trials and * 
c conflicts he permits to attend us. My mind is 


T centered in that which brings into perfect acqui - 


© efcence, There is nothing in this world worth 
being enjoyed out of the divine will.“

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He gave directions, that, if he ſhould go hence, 
every thing about his interment ſhould be plain and 
ſimple; expreſſed his entire reſignation to divine diſpo- 
ſal; and that he found nothing to ſtand between him 
and the Fountain of everlaſting love. At another time 
faid, © I have no fear, for perfect love caſteth out 
© all fear, and he that ſeareth is not perfected in love.“ 
His ſtomach refuſing all nouriſament, and x hiccough 
coming on, he ſaid, Do not force natute, let me 
© pals = away to the eternal inheritance.” Soon 
after ſaid, I am waiting patiently. to ſee the ſalva- 
tion of God: do you wait / patiently with me. I 
have no deſire, nor the ſhadow of a deſire, to be 
3} * reſtored 1 hope the dattors will ſoon find that 
© they have done their part.” To one he faidy 
© 'Thy being here has been an inexpreſſible ſatis- 
faction to me.“ Afterwards ſaid, I have known 
ſomething of that law of love whereby all boaſting 
Dis entirely excluded; but I may fay,: through that 
Which has ſupported me under all the trials and 
£ conflicts which have attended my paſſage: through 
£ life, to you my beloved friends, as to dear children, 
Follow me as I have endeavoured to follow Chriſt 
£ Jeſus, the Lord of lite and glory, and the Rock af my 
6. cternal falvation.* We omit many other weighty 
and inſtructive. expreſſions of our beloved friend, 
which he uttered during his illneſs and till near his 
cloſe, leſt this teſtimony ſhould extend beyond its 
proper limits. He quietly departed this life the 22d 
of the Eleventh month, 1793, at the houſe of our 
aforefaid friend Elizabeth Shackleton, in Ballitore, in 
lreland; and we doubt not finiſhed his courſe with 
joy, and 15 entered into the place of his reſt, here 
the rigbteaus ſhine forth as the ſun, in the kingdam of

I. having pleaſed the Almighty to call from works 


to rewards, this our beloved friend, we feel out 
minds engaged to give forth a teſtimony concerning 
him. | | 


From genuine marks evinced in the courfe of his 


religious ſervices, we believe him to have been an 


inſtrument fitted and prepared by the great Maſter, 
through deep and repeated baptiſm, for uſe and ſervice 
in his church militant ; called and ſent forth by the 
immediate influences of his Spirit to publiſh the 


goſpel ; and being preſerved in an eminent degree, 


carefully attentive to the leadings thereof, the word 
of the Lord through him was often © as a fire and as 
© a' hammer to break the rock jn pieces.” Many 
were the bitter cups allotted him, in the diſpenſations 
of unerring wiſdom, which though hard to fleſh and 


blood, yet he appeared not to ſhrink therefrom ; but 


in reſignation to the Divine will, and a ſurrender of 
his own, he was concerned to follow the Captain of 
his ſalvation, who was made perſect through ſuffering ; 
and thus, by abiding under the power of the croſs, 
he might well have adopted the language of the 
apoſtle, © By the grace of God I am what I am, and 
© his grace which was beſtowed on me was not in 
© yainz but I laboured abundantly, yet not I, but 


© the grace of God which was with me,” 
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Jos Scorr. ** 


He was a diligent waiter to experience renewed 
qualification for ſervice, before he attempted to move 
either in the miniſtry "oF in the tranſactions of the 


- diſcipline; as well knowing that without a freth 
anointing, any endeavours to act mult prove inef- 


fectual, and tend to center in lifeleſs formality : 
againſt which he was zealouſly concerned to bear 
teſtimony. Vt 1 


His converſation was coupled with fear, as well as 
ſeaſoned with grace; and, being deep in heavenly 
myſteries, he was cautious, of, ſquandering the ſame; 
yet, when at liberty for converſation, his, communi- 
cations were agreeable, and remarkably inſtructiye. 


He vilited;the meetings of Friends in this nation; 
alſo had muc religious ſervice among, thoſe not in 
profeſſion with us; and was a ſharp threſhing iaſtru 
ment in the Lord's hand, againſt all who preach 
for hire and divined for money; being earneſtly con- 
cerned to call the people off from dead works, that 
they might be brought to experience the efficacy of 
true religion in the newneſs of life. 48 


In his laſt illneſs, at the houſe of our friend Eliza- 
beth Shackleton, of Ballitore, he was much reſigned, 
although the diſorder, which proved the ſmall- pox, 
lay heavy on him. He ſpoke of the things of God, 
and thoſe that appertain to his kingdom, yet was very 
modeſt and diffident of his labours to promote them 
in the hearts of the people ; but gave evident marks 


of his peace of mind, and aſſurance that he had no 


doubt of a manſion of reſt prepared for him, where 
the wicked ceaſe from troubling, and where the weary 
be at reſt; experiencing great 2 05 and compoſure, 
even as a morning without clouds. 5 


He departed this life the 22d of Eleventh month, 
1793, aged upwards of 42 years, and has left an 
example

I feel, and have often felt, an engagement of 


mind to leave behind me ſome memorandums, 


in commemoration of - his gracious dealings 
with me from my youth. 


I was born, according to the beſt account 
F could -obtain, and according to the preſent 
or new ſtyle, on the 18th day of the Tenth 
month, 1751, in the townſhip of Providence, 
now (North Providence), in the Colony (now 
State) of Rhode Iſland and Providence Plan- 
tations, in New England. My parents names 
were John and Lydia Scott; who were ac- 

counted honeſt people, though my father made 
but little profeſſion of religion. My mother 
was more zealous, and attended Friends meet- 
ings when ſhe conveniently could, taking me 
divers times with her, and I think a few times 
another or two of the. children, though we 
were all but young; for I being the eldeſt 
was but ten years old when ſhe died. I can 
well remember the ferions impreſſions and 


contemplations which, at that early period of 


life, and for ſome years before my morher's 
deceaſe, attended my mind as I fat in meeting 
with her, and on the way home. I even had 
longing deſires to become truly religious, and 
to ferve and fear God, as Abraham, Ifaac, 
aud Jacob did, and others that I read or heard 
of. My mother endeavoured much to reſtrain 
as N 5 
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us from being in che company of rude and 
vicious children, and would ſometimes call us 


with her: which we did, and though I then 
underſtood but little of the intent of it, it 
has ſince afforded me a degree of ſolid ſatis- 
faction; in believing the Lord had given her 
to know and partake of the ſublime enjoy- 
ments and ſubſtantial benefits of true, inward, 
Chriſtian ſilence, and waiting upon God; and 
that ſhe was deſirous we her children might, 
in our tender years, be made acquainted with 
at leaſt ſome ſecret touches of that divine 
favour which I doubt not the felt and ex- 
perienced in ſuch ſeaſons of retirement: and 
though, as I obſerved, I underſtood bur little 
about it then; yet I have fince had reaſon 
to believe it was a real advantage to me; and 


that it has often been remembered ſince to 
my benefit. 


I am fully oerfaniled of the great advantage, 
and ſpiritual uſefulneſs to children and others, 
reſulting from frequent filent waiting on the 
Lord. 1 have ſeen lively and convincing evi- 
dence of it, even in children very young in 
years; and fully believe the impreſſions of 
divine goodneſs have been ſuch to their minds 
at ſome ſuch ſeaſons, even when there has nor, 
been a word uttered vocally, as have laftingly 
remained, and powerfully tended to beget the 
true fear and love of God in their young and 
tender hearts. And O! that parents were 
more generally concerned to do all they could

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towards leading their tender offspring into an 
carly acquaintance with, and reliſh of divine 


things: beſt learned, and moſt liringly, and 
experimentally ſealed upon the ſoul, in a ſtate 
of Went intrortrhon, and feeling after God. 


Ci was told by ede of my kindred whit were 
— at my mother's death (for it being 
night I was not preſent myſelf), that her de- 


parture was joyful and glorious; and that very 
near her laſt breath was ſpent in fervent ſuppli- *' 


cation to the Lord her God. 


"Avid now, not at all doubting but her im- 


mortal ſpirit is at reſt in Jeſus, I leave her, 


and proceed to a further relation of the exer- 


ciſe of my own mind; having this teſtimony to 
bear, that almoſt as early as I can remember 
any thing, I can well remember the Lord's 
ſecret workings in my heart, by his grace or 
Holy Spirit; very ſenſibly bringing me under 


condemnation for my evil thoughts and actions; 
as rudeneſs and bad words (though not fre- 


quent in the uſe of them); diſobedience to 


parents; inwardly wiſhing, in moments of 
anger, ſome evil to ſuch as offended me; and 


ſuch like childiſh and corrupt diſpoſitions and 


practices, which, over and beyond all outward 
inſtruction, I was made ſenſible were evil, and 


ſprang from a real root of evil in me. And 


J am in a full belief, that in every quarter of 
the globe, children, at an early age, have good 


and evil ſet before them, in the ſhinings of 


the Usht of Chriſt in their hearts, with _ 
neſs 


—_* 
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neſs and evidence ſufficient to aſcertai to 
them their duty, if they honeſtly attend to it. 
And though I am. deeply ſenſible of the neceſ- 
fity and utility of much careful guardianſhip, 
cultivation, and inſtruction ; in order to guard 
children againſt the corrupting influence of 
example, invitation, and perverſe inclination, 
which abundantly and prevalently furround 
them; yet I fear a great part of the tuition, ' 
which too many children receive, tends rather 
to blunt the true ſenſe and evidence of divine 
truths upon the mind, and to ſubſtitute notions _ 
and ſyſtems inſtead thereof, than to encourage 
an honeſt attention to the teachings which lead 
into all truth. I am fatisfied, if the teachings 
of men were never to thwart the teachings of 
the Holy Spirit, many things would fix on the 
minds of children to be evils, which they are 
no inſtructed and perſuaded are innocent and 
commendable. Indeed it is mournful to obſerve: 
how many of them, are bolſtered up in pride, 
vanity, and revenge; tanght to plume them- 
ſelves upon their ſuppoſed ſuperiority of parts 
and attainments; nurſed up in the ideas of 
grandeur and worldly honour; yea, inſpired» 
with exalted: notions of the merit of valour, 
heroiſm, and human flaughter. . Thus the very 
image of God, which more or leſs ſhines in 
the countenance, and in the tender ſenſibilities 
and compaſhonate commiſerating feelings of 
an innocent child, is defaced or obſcured. 


— 


Obſerve an innocent child attentively, and 
though anger, paſſion, and revenge, are very 
1 BS obvious 
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obvious features of the firſt nature, and ſhew 


plainly that there is much to be ſubdued in 


them ; yet it will be found, they feel nearly 
and tenderly for the diſtreſs of others; their 
. little boſoms beat with compaſhon 3 and if 
they ſee cruelty exerciſed by one upon ano- 
ther, they will often, in the beit manner they 
can, manifeſt their abhorrence of the cruelty, 
and diſlike of the cruel. There is in them 
that which, as attended to, will reſtrain the 


violence of nature, and, by degrees, bind the 


ſtrong man, and caſt him out, ſpoiling all his 
goods. It is no ſubſtantial objection to the 
diſcernment given to children, by the holy 
light which ſhines in all, either that they evi. 
dently know but very little ; for they have to 
act in but few and very fmall matters, and 
their diſcernment is proportionate ; or that 
the feeds of evil, and propenſities to evil 
actions, are ſome of the firſt things evident in 


I am not inſenſible of the volumes of con- 
4roverſy about neceſſity and free-will fate and 


choice; but I have no mind now to meddle 


with any of the common arguments pro or con 
— 21 them. Men muffle and blind their 
own underſtandings, by running into abſtruſe 
and metaphyſical inquiries, wherein they are 
"ſcarce ever the better ſatisfied for their niceſt 
inveſtigations or keeneſt diſcuſſions. God has 
made mankind univerſally ſenſible (in degrees 
ſufficient for their various circumſtances and 


zen in life) 1 their duty, and enabled 
| them 
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4a to ll; it, ſo far as n ene ws 
means de them. 


Ada was as certainly (0 it ſtands | Ice 
mind) made able to obey or conform to the 


divine will, ſo far as revealed to him, as God 


is perfect goodneſs; and fo I am perſuaded 
are all his offspring. I have no more belief 
that God's revealed will required any thing of 
our firſt parents, beyond ability to perform, 
than I have that God is cruel or perverſe ; 
and as little do I believe that any infant on 
earth comes into the world under a moral im- 
poſſibility of conformity to the divine will, fo 

far as, by any means whatever, made manifeſt, 
which I call revealed. Man is here upon 
practical principles; nothing is or can be a 
law to him, further than it is ſome way or 
other diſcovered; and that which ultimately 
aſſures and ſeals it to him as God's law, what- 
ever outward manifeſtation may be made, is 
the. Holy Spirit, that bears witnefs. with "his | 
ſpirit, ſettling and ſatisfying his mind fufficiently 
what is good and what is evil. And I firm! 

believe, if children would be as ſtrictly and 
ſteadily conformable as they might be to the 
divine will, fo far as from time to time it is 
gradually opened and made known (and there

Our ſlate in this life is a tate of 3 
B 4 i Such 
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Such was the ſtate of man originally, and fuch 
it is now. And in order that man at firſt, or 
ever after, might be able to conquer, or be 
juſtly puniſhable for defertion or defeat, he 
was, is; and muſt be, armed with armour in- 
vincible, againſt all the powers that were or 


are ſuffered to affail him. This is juſt our 


ground, our ſtate and ſituation: ſubject to 
vanity, or to many and various temptations; 
yet, being inwardly armed with the Spirit of 
Omnipotence, ſo far as we ſtand faithful, and 
fight valiantly in the ſtrength afforded us, we 
are ſure of victory. Our ſtrength or help is 


only in God; but then it is near us, it is 


in u- a force ſuperior to all poſſible oppoſition 
__——a force that never was, nor can be, foiled: 

We are free to ſtand in this unconquerable 
ability, and defeat the powers of darkneſs ; or 
to turn from it, and be foiled and overcome, 
When we ſtand, we know it is God alone 
upholds us; and when we fall, we feel that 


our fall or deſtruction is of ourſelves. 
Many there are who put light for darkneſs, 


and darkneſs for light; bitter for ſweet, and 
ſweet for bitter. They call the divine light, 
which lighteneth every man that cometh into 
the world,” * a natural light, an ignis fatuus, 
or by ſome other' i ignominious epithet ; though 


te Scripture declares it the very life of the 


Holy Word, that was in the beginning with God, 
and truly was God. There are many of them, 


who, under a notion of advocating the true

cauſe 
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cauſe and doctrine of Chriſt, ſtrike violently 4 
againſt the very life of it; and will not allow 
that the © manifeſtation of the Spirit is given 
© to every man to profit withal,* * though the 
Scriptures. expreſsly aflert it, and experience: 
confirms it to- thoſe who rightly profit by the 
meaſure received. Many who have, from tra- 
dition and education, for a ſeaſon, believed the 
Holy Spirit, graciouſly vouchſafed them, was 
ſome very inferior thing to the true Spirit of 
the everlaſting and moſt holy God, have at 
length, by yielding to its dictates, and taking 
it for their leader, grown wiſer than their 
teachers, and been indubitably inſtructed and 
aſſured that it was indeed the Eternal Spirit, 
that, from their infantile days, ſtrove with 
them, for their reconciliation with God, the 
eternal ſource of it; as it did with the old 


world, for their recovery from their corrupted, 
alienated ſtate. 


We find that when the earth was corrupt 
before God, and filled with violence; when 
God looked upon the earth, and, behold, it 
* was corrupt, for all fleſh had corrupted his 
way upon the earth, Gen. vi. 11, 12; when 
* God faw that the wickedneſs of man was 
great in the earth, and that every imagina- 
* tion of the thoughts of his heart was only 
evil continually,” ver. 5; when * it repented 
the Lord that he had made man on the earth, 
and it grieved him at his heart,“ verſe 6: 


9 1 Cor. X11, 7. 
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at tha moſt totally abandoned and depraved 
period and ſtate of mankind, when God was 
juſt about extirpating from che face of the 
earth the whole wretched race of men, a few 
individuals excepted; ar ſuch a ſeaſon as this, 
© the Lord faid, My Spirit ſhall not always 
_ © ftrive with man, ver. 3. Surely if his Spirit 

had /triven with them until that time, until 
they were ſo deſperately wicked, and wholly 
corrupted, that not only ſome but every 
imagination of their hearts was evil, yea, only 
evil, and that continually; we may well believe 
the expreſs Scripture aſſertion, that a © mani- 
< feſtation of the Spirit is given to Every u man 
< to profit withal.“ 


1 God's love i is fach to men, ths Wy fol- 
lows them by the ſtrivings of his own Spirit, 
and ſpares them until, by difobedience, they be- 
come abandoned and corrupted ; what greater 
evidence can we defire of the univerſality of 
his love, the long-fuffering of his patience, 
and impartial vouchſafement of his Holy Spirit, 
not to a few to the excluſion of the reſt, but 
to all mankind the world over? And what 
confirms it to be fo more than reaſoning, is, 
the abſolute truth of the fact in the individual 
experience of all. It is true many deny it. 
The Jews alſo denied Chriſt to be che Son of 
God. They did not know who, and what he 
was; and their inſulting query, Whom 
. makeſt thou thyſelf ? * was juſt as natural

to 
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to proceed from them in heir dark and carnal 
ſtate, as is * confidence wherewith thou- 
Aands, high in profeſſion of godlinefs, now 
utterly difallow = Holy Spiri that is, given 
to all, to be the Holy Spirit. But this con- 
ſolation have all Wiſdom's children, that Wiſ- 
dom“ is juſtified of them all; and that the 
unbelief of others can never make void their 
faith: they are ei of God, and. oe is

1n regard to my o n early acquaintance 
with the Holy Spirit's operation, though 1 
then knew not what it was, I have now no 
more doubt about it than I have about the 
exiſtence and omnipreſence of God. It is 
ſealed upon my heart with as much clearneſs 
and certainty, that it is the Spirit of the living 
God, and that it viſits, woos, invites, and 
ſtrives with all, at leaſt for a ſeaſon, as it is, 
that God is no reſpecter of perſons. And 
I as fully believe no man can have any clear 
knowledge of God, or of his own religious 
duty, without the Holy Spirit's influence, as 
I believe the wiſdom of this world is fooliſh- 
neſs with God, and that the world by wiſdom 
| knows him not. Yea, ſo quick and powerful, 
fo diſcerning the thoughts and inrents of the 
heart, and ſo juſt and diſtinguiſhing in ap- 
proving and condemning them, according as 
they are good or bad, is this Spirit, word, and 
witneſs in man ; that not only without the ae 


* Luke vii. 33. 
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of human injunction or information; but in 
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direct diſſent from, and diſapprobation of, the 
ſentiments, advice, and preſſmg invitations and 
perſuaſions of my play- mates, and thoſe much 
older than myſelf, and who confidently and 
repeatedly declared to me, that ſuch and ſuch 
things were innocent and not at all wicked, 
and that nobody thought them fo but myſelf; 
the teſtimony of Rin would and did ariſe 
and live in my heart when very young, through 
the ſhining of divine light, or influence of the 
Holy Spirit; that thoſe things were evil, were 
wicked: and I thought, notwithſtanding all 
thoſe young perſons could ſay to the contrary, 
that all good people would think as I did— 
and I believe they would be generally fo ac- 
counted, if all, men kept ſtrictly to the Holy 

- Spirit's teachings. But violence being done 
to clear conviction in the mind, death takes 
place, as on Adam in the day he ate forbidden 
fruit. And in this ſtate of death, the truth is 
not ſo. eaſily diſtinguiſhed from error, or good 
from evil, as before tranſgreſſion. Evil habits 
gain ſtrength; darkneſs covers the mind; 
temptation is renewed; and though the Spirit 
again in ſome degree premoniſheth and bids 
beware, the mind, habituated to the ſtifling of 
conviction, too commonly again ruſhes for- 


ward, and becomes more and more hardened 


and darkened, until what was at firſt plainly 
condemned as evil by the unflattering witneſs 


in the mind, is at length maintained to be 
innocent and ſinleſs. This is the too uſual 


courſe of poor mankind. 
Before 
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Before I was ten years old, tlie workings of 
truth grew ſo powerful in my mind at times, 
that I took up ſeveral reſolutions (or at ſeveral 
times reſolved) to amend my ways, and live a. 
ſerious and religious life, though I was not one 
of the moſt vicious of my years; yet enough. 

ſo to be made very ſenſible of the Lord's con- 
troverſy with me, on account of the evil of my 
ways. My mind became exceedingly. diſquieted 

when I went contrary to divine manifeſtation 
though I had not yet a clear ſenſe that it was the 
very Power and Spirit of God upon me that ſo 
condemned and diſtreſſed me for fin, and ſtrove 


to redeem my ſoul from the bondage of cory | 
ruption. 


"iy 


I now began to take notice of what 1 heard 
read and converſed reſpecting religion; and 
among other things, I heard frequent mention 
in books and converſation, of the Spirit of 
God; and that good people in former times 
had it in them, and by it learned the will of 
God, and were enabled to perform it. I 
4 perceived it was often ſpoken of in both the 
Old and New Teſtament, and many other 
writings. I underſtood that true converts in 

j theſedays alſo have it. But, like many others, 1 
overlooked its lively checks and calls in myſelf; 

had no, idea that I had ever known any thing 

of it; longed to be favoured with it; Hut 
ſuppoſed it was ſome extraordinary appearance, 


different far from any tang I ever Jet had 
been acquainted with. 
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Thus che ſews, even while they were ex- 
pecting Chriſt's coming, knew him not when 
he came. They overlooked and deſpiſed his 
mean and ordinary appearance; thought he 
was ſoſeph's ſon and born among them, and ſo 
rejected, abuſed, and finally put him to death. 
But they were miſtaken in his pedigree: his 
deſcent was from heaven; and God, not Joſeph, 
was his father. juſt ſo are thouſands now miſ- 
taken, as to the dignity and origin of God's 
Spirit in them; they think it is of man, a part 
of his nature and being; whereas it is of the 
very life, power, and ſubſtance of God. Its 
deſcent is as truly from heaven, as was that of 
the Lord Jeſus. He came in that low, mean, 
and ordinary appearance as to outward ſhew 
and accommodations; teaching us thereby not 
to deſpiſe the day of ſmall things, nor overlook 
the littleneſs of the motions of divine life in 
our own ſouls. And when he compares the 
kingdom of heaven, which he expreſsly fays is 
within, to outward things, he very inſtructively 
inculcates to us, that the beginnings of it are 
a little Jeaven'—<a little ſeed ! a grain 
of muſtard ſeed the leaſt of all ſeeds. — 
This is true in the inward, whatever it be in 
the outward; for the ſeed of the kingdom is 
the leaſt of all the feeds in the field or gar- 
den of the heart. Other ſeeds ſprout, ſpring up, 
and take the attention, while the incorruptible 
ſeed, the word of God in the heart, is over- 
looked, trampled under, and deſpiſed.

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Ol! that children and people would be care- 
ful in their very early years, and as they grow 
up and advance in life, to mind the © reproofs 


* of inſtrution' in their own breaſts ; they are 
known to be the way of life,” * divine life to 


the ſoul. - This ſomething, though they know 
not what it is, that checks them in ſecret for 
evil, both before and after they yield to the 
temptation z warning them beforehand not to 


touch or taſte, and afterwards condemning them 


if they do ſo; aud inwardly inclining them to 
a life of religion and virtue. This is the ve 
chin g, dear young people,. whereby God work. 


eth in you, to will and to do; and by which 
he will, if you cleave to it, and work wich it, 


enable you to work out your own ſalvation, 
with fear and trembling before him. Deſpiſe 


it not, do no violence to its motions; love it, 
cheriſh it, reverence it; hearken to its plead- 


ings with you; give up without delay to its 
requirings, and obey its teachings. It is 
God's meſſenger for good to thy immortal 
ſoul: its voice in thy ſtreets is truly the voice 
of the living God: its call is a kind invi- 


tation to thee from the throne of grace. Hear 


it, and it will lead thee; obey it, and it will 
ſave thee; it will ſave thee from the power of 
ſin and Satan; it will finally lead to an inheri- 
tance incorruptible in the manſions of reſt, the 
houſe not made with hands, eternal in the 
Heavens.

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L entreat you, as you love your own ſouls, 
and prize. an everlaſting ſalvation. I warn you, 
by the dreadful fruits of diſobedience, by the 
pangs, remorſe, and ſufferings of my own ſoul 
for-ſin and tranſgreſſion. Had I ſteadily obeyed 
the truth in my inward parts; had I attended 

ſingly and faithfully to this divine monitor, my 
portion had been peace; my cup, a cup of - 
conſolation. I might have rejoiced and ſung, 
whereas I have had to mourn and weep. For 
as I grew to fifteen and upwards, in violation 
of clear inward convictions, in oppoſition to the 
dictates of the Holy Spirit, I began to run into 
company, learned to dance and play-cards, and 
took great delight therein. I was often deeply 
condemned, and often ſtrove to ſtifle the witneſs, 
and: perſuade myſelf there was no harm in any 
of theſe things. | 


My father ſometimes reproved me in thoſe 
days for my conduct; but inning againſt divine 
light and viſitation, hardened me againſt his 
advice. I grew more and more vain, proud, 
airy, and wanton. .. I put myſelf in the way of 
much evil communication; and it mournfully 
corrupted good manners. My taſte for plea- 
ſure and amuſement grew keen, my ſpirits were 
low. and languid when alone, and I ruſhed into 
company and merriment for alleviation. | 
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ſpending my precious time in vanity. Often 
at night, or in the night, and ſometimes near 
break .of day, I have returned home from 
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Thus I went on frolicking and gaming, and 
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my merry meetings grievouſly condemned, diſ- 
treſſed, and aſhamed ; wiſhing I had not gone 
into ſuch company, and reſolving to do ſo no 
more; but ſoon my reſolutions failed me, and 
away I went again and again, and thus continued 
making {till greater ſtrides in folly than before. 
The Lord followed me cloſe, in mercy, and 
often brake in powerfully upon me, turning all 
my mirth into mourning ; yet I {till got over 
the holy witneſs, did deſpite to the ſpirit of grace, 
and repaired again to my haunt of diverſion 
and merriment. Sometimes when I have ſtood 
upon the floor to dance, with a partner by the 
hand, before all were quite ready, God has 
ariſen 3 in judgment, and ſmitten me to the very 
heart. O! I ftill feelingly remember his ap- 
pearance within me, when none knew the 
agony of my ſoul. I felt ready to ſink under 
the weight of condemnation and anguiſh ; but, 
reſolutely muſtering all the ſtoutneſs 1 was 
maſter of, I brazened it out, until the muſick 
called me to the dance; and then I ſoon drowned 
the voice of cotrvidion; became merry, and ca- 
rouſed among my companions in diſſipation, until 
time urged a diſmiſſion of our jovial aſſembly, 
and called me to return, often lonely, to my 
father's houſe, my outward habitation. Oh! 
me, how fared it with me then! I aſſure thee, 
reader, I have not forgotten thoſe ſad and 
mournful walks at the concluſion of my mid- 
night revellings. I have been broken down 
in deep abaſement and ſelf-abhorrence; have 
come to a full ſtand, ſtopped, and fat down on 
a ſtump, ſtone, or log, by the way; wrung my 
hands, 
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bands, ſtrewed my tears before the Lord, in 
ſorrow and — of anguiſh, bordering 
almoſt on, deſperation. I have begged for- 

giveneſs, implored aſſiſtance, vowed amend- 
ment, obtained ſome relief, and returned 
home in hope of reformation. Burt, alas, alas! 
my reſolutions were written as it were in ſand; 
the power of habit had enſlaved me; and al- 
moſt the next invitation of my aſſociates, over- 
came all my engagements; tlie eagerneſs of 
deſires for divertiſements and paſtime, brake 


through all the ſanctions of vows; and violated 


e ſolemnity of ſacred promiſes to my God. 
I ruſhed again into tranſgreſſion, as an horſe 


ruſhes into the battle; again and again I took 


my ſwing, and drank my fill; ard again and 
again remorſe and compunction ſeized upon 
me. Adored for ever be the name of the 
Lord, he forſook me not; but followed me 


fill cloſer and cloſer, and ſounded the alarm 


blouder and louder in mine ears. There was 
in me an immortal part, which his love was 
towards; the recovery of which, from the 


thraldom of ſin and corruption, his goodneſs 


engaged him to ſeek by mercy and by judg- 
ment, frowns and ſmiles, chaſtiſements and 
eee and all in love ncepraliible. 


Thus deals hy with me. When I turned at | 


is reproofs, he ſmiled upon me, and relieved 
my ſoul's anxiety; but when I again revolted, 
his rod was lifted up in fatherly correction. 
The ſtill ſmall voice was uttered in my dwelling, 
10 in we cool of the day, when a Bale retired 


from 


o 
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from noiſe and commotion, Adam, where art 
thou? There was no hiding from him, whoſe 
penetrating eye no ſecret can efcape; and 
whoſe aim in reproving was only to ſave. He 
ſtill reproved my wanderings, and pointed out 
the right way, according to ſcripture-declara- 
tion, thou ſhalt hear a voice behind thee, 
* ſaying, This is the way, walk in it.“ Indeed 
the way was ſhewn me; it was often plainly 
caſt up before me; but I would not walk in it. 
I knew my Lord's will, but did it not; mine 
6wn, I ſtill delighted in the indulgence of. O! 
that others may eſcape my load of guilt, and 
may I ſay, my bed of hell, or inward torment- 
ing agony, by a rimely ſubmiſſion to the re- 
ei of inſtrudt ction. 


Sometimes, I ſpent near all the Firſt-day of 
the week, when I ſhould have been at meeting, 
in playing cards, idle if not diſſolute, conver» 
ſation, and other vain amuſements; returning 
home at night in condemnation, and ſometimes 
ſighing and crying; and yet through all this the 


Lord preſerved me from hard drinking, though 


often in the way of temptation and ſolicitation 
to it. Swearing I alſo moſtly refrained from. 
Jeſting, joking, and vain converſation, T went 


conſiderable lengths in; and ſometimes joined 


the foremoſt in filthy and obſcene diſcourſes. 
Then again great ſhame and” felf-abhorrence 
would overwhelm me; again I vowed, pro- 
miſed, aud renewed my covenant ;- but all in 
vain; I had not got deep enough, nor were 
_ couenanis made or renewed in the right 
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ability; but too much in my own ſtrength 
and creaturely reſolutions : ſo they ſoon were 
broken. Sometimes I held out a week or two; 
other times only a day or two. Thus time 
paſſed on; and, with an increaſe of years, I 
found an increafing propenſity to wantonneſs 
and diſhpation. But bleſſed be the God of 
my ſalvation, he proportionately increaſed my 
ſenſe of guilt and condemnation. 


I had ſeaſons of very ſerious conſideration 
upon religion. What inſtructions I had out- 
wardly received, were moſtly in the way of 
Friends; but when I came near to man's eſtate, 
falling in company with ſome of the Baptiſt 
ſociety, I was drawn to attend their meetings 
in Providence. Friends meetings were oftener 
held in filence than ſuited my itching ear. I 
loved to hear words, began to grow inquiſitive, 
and to ſearch pretty deeply into doctrines and 
tenets of religion; and the - Baptiſt preachers 
filled my ears with words, and my head with 


arguments and diſtinctions; but my heart was 
little or not at all improved by them. I almoſt 


forſook the meetings of Friends, except Yearly 
Meetings, and meetings appointed by travellers 


in the ſervice of the goſpel. But when I went © 


to theſe, O! how hvingly I ſtill remember the 


heavenly and heart-tendering - impreſſions I 


ſometimes received under the animating teſti- 
monies delivered in the life of the goſpel. 
| Here my heart was helped, though my head 
was leſs amuſed than among the Baptiſts : how- 
ever, as I knew not clearly what cauſed the 
difference ; as Friends meetings remained {till 
| often 


r 
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often ſilent; and as I ſtill wiſhed the gratification 
of argumentative ſyſtematick diſcourſes ; I ſtill 
pretty diligently attended the Baptiſt meeting; 
and, in my molt religious ſeaſons, I began to 
think of being baptized in water. For the 
head-work ſo far outran the heart-work, dur- 
ing my attendance of - theſe meetings, that 1 
became convinced in ſpeculation, that that out- 
ward performance was an ordinance of Chriſt : 
though I have ſince ſeen, that it never was 

ordained by Jeſus, but was a forerunning, 
preparatory, and decreaſing inſtitution, and has 
long ſince done its office, and ceaſed in the 
church in point of obligation ; and that there 
is now to the true church but one Lord, one 
faith, and one baptiſm, that of the Holy Ghoſt; 
which only can purify and make clean the 
inde. O! my heart, my very foul, is fully 
ſatisfied in this matter; having felt the living 
efficacy of this one ſaving baptiſm, and known 
its fall am ro without any other. 4: 


What firſt turned my mind to believe the 
outward a Chriſtian ordinance, was this one 
argument of the Baptiſts . Chriſt commanded 
his diſciples to baptize; no man can baptize 
* with the Holy Ghoſt; therefore the baptiſm 
* he commanded, was not that of the Holy 
© Ghoſt, but that of water.“ This then ap- 
peared to me concluſive, and unanſwerable. 
But it was my ignorance of that baptizing power 
which attends all true goſpel miniſtry, that made 
me aſſent to this falſe poſition, No man can 
© baptize with the Holy Ghoſt.“ Man himſelf, 
in his own mere ability, I know cannot; Vall : 
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alſo know, that of himſelf he cannot preach 
rhe goſpel. This aſſertion, No man can preach 
the goſpel, is juſt as true as that No man can 
© baptize withthe Holy Ghoſt.” As man merely, 
he can do nothing at all of either; but it ſtill 
ſtands true, man can, through divine aſſiſtance, 
do both. The real goſpel was never yet 
preached, but with the Holy Ghoſt ſent 
down from heaven.“ Thus the apoſtles 
preached it, and thus alone it is ſtill preached — 
and ſo preaching it, it was a baptizing miniſtry. 
As they ſpake, the Holy Ghoſt fell on them 
that heard them; that is, where faith wrought 
in the hearts of the hearers, and the living 
eternal word preached, through the power of 
the Holy Ghoſt, was mixed with faith in them 
chat heard it, the Holy Ghoſt fell on them, 

baptizing them into a living ſoul- ſaving ſenſe 
of the power of God to ſalvation,' 1 which 
is the true life of the goſpel. Thus the apoſtles 
fulfilled the commiſſion. They taught bapriz- 
ingly. The commiſhon is not teach, and then 
< baptize,” as two ſeparate acts. It is © teach, 
* baptizing*'—and thoſe who livingly witneſs 
the goſpel, the power of God to falyation, 
preached unto them, they feel it, and receive 
it in, and only in, the Holy Ghoſt ſent down 
© from heaven,” © they are taught baptizingly, 
in the demonſtration of the ſpirit and of 
power. F And no preaching has a whit more 
of the goſpel in it, than it has of the Holy 

Ghoſt, the alone true baptizing power. 1. do 
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not marvel that the letter-learned teachers of 
our day, who run unſent, who are always 
ready, are ignorant that a true goſpel-miniſter 
is clothed with a baptizing authority from on 
high.—I may not now go much further into 
the diſcuſhon of the ſubject of baptiſm, though 
I ſcarce know how to diſmiſs it, ſo many things 
occur in evidence that there 4s and can be but 
one in the goſpel, and that W is and muſt be 


ſpiritual. 


I had not yet fully given up ro the motions 
of divine life in my own heart. My mind was 
too much turned outward; and the preaching 


of thoſe I ſomerimes went to hear, who preached 


in their own time, had a powerful tendency to 


keep it outward. In this ſtate of outward at- 


tention and inquiry, I found nothing that could 
give me power over ſin and corruption; but 
notwithſtanding all my ſerious thoughtfulteſs, 
and frequent and ardent deſires to become truly 
religious, I ſtill, once in a while, brake looſe, 
and launched forth into as great degrees of 
vanity and wickedneſs as ever : and then again 
a turn of feriouſneſs would come over me. 
One time, under deep exerciſe, after reaſoning 
and heſitating great part of a day, whether I 
had beſt give up with full-purpoſe of heart, 
to lead a religious lite or not; at length I gave 
up, and entered once more into ſolemn cove- 
nant, to ſerve God, and deny myſelf, accord- 
ing to the beſt of my underſtanding. Almoſt 
as ſoon as I had thus given up, and come to 
this good concluſion, in drr * ad- 


verſary, 
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verfary, and blundered and diſtreſſed my mind 
. 
y inſmuating that a certain number 
were infallibly- ordained to eternal ſalvation, 
the reſt to inevitable deſtruction; and that not 
all the religious exerciſes of my mind could 
poſſibly make any alteration in my final deſti- 
nation and allotment. If God had damned me 
from all eternity, I muſt be damned for ever; 
if he had choſen me to eternal ſalvation, I 
might ſet my heart at reſt, and live juſt ſuch a 
life as would moſt gratify my natural inclina- 
tions; for what advantage could there be in 
religion, and ſelf-denial, if an eternal, unalter- 
able decree ſecured my final-end. I felt willing 
to hope I was a choſen veſſel; and for a ſhort 
time theſe ideas ſo crouded into my mind, that 
J was even ready to conclude a God all good: 
neſs had doomed the far greater part of man- 
kind to never ending miſery, without any pro- 
vocation on their part. I now view the doc- 
trine of unconditional election to eternal life, 
and” reprobation to eternal deſtruction, with 
abhorrence. I: almoſt marvel, that under a 
cloud of darkneſs, my rational faculties could 
ever be ſo impoſed upon, as to aſſent to ſo 
erroneous a ſentiment. I know of no doctrine 
in the world, that more — 986 reflecta on 
the charadter of the * „ .

r | HUS 1 cominned Rill in vanity 
1770. and folly, with intervals of deep 


diſtreſs. and mourning, a ſhort ſpace longer, 
that is, until about nineteen years old; when 
became more fully and clearly convinced, and 
that very much by the immediate operations, 
Aluminarions, and openings of divine light in 
my own mind; that this inward ſomething, 
which had been thus long and powertully 
ſtriving with me, diſturbing every falfe reſt, 
confuting every falſe and fin-flattering imagi- 
nation of fleſh and blood, or of the grand 
adverſary, and enjoining it upon me to give 
up all, and walk in the ways of virtue and true 
felf-denial; was the true and hving Spirit and 
Power of the eternal God; the very fame that 
ſtrove with the old world, influenced the patri- 
archs, prophets, and apoſtles, and viſits, ſtrives 
with, and at ſeaſons more or leſs influences, the 
hearts of all mankind. I now ſaw this to be the 
only principle of all true converſion and ſalva- 
tion; that ſo long as this was reſiſted and 
rejected, ſeparation muſt infallibly remain be- 
een f and the ſoul ; but that, w a 
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this is received and in all things thoronghly 


ſubmitted to, a thorough reconciliation takes

Some may think this doctrine ta | Qlrift 
of the honour of our redemption and recon- 
ciliation; but I apprehend: none can think ſo 
who underſtand the doctrine of falvation by 
Jeſus. It was through the eternal Spirit, this 
very Spirit that viſits and ſtrives with all, that 
Chriſt offered up that prepared body. It is 
through, and only through, the influence of 
the ſame Holy Spirit, that any ſoul was ever 


converted to God, or ſavingly benefited by the 


redemption that is in Jeſus. Whatever way, 
O foul, or by whatever means, thou art bene- 
fixed, in a ſpiritual ſenſe, it is by this holy 
Spirit, that is the immediate ate power 
"_ prigdple within thee. 


BHaviig: thus at length bers ani con- 
vinced that it was nothing ſhort of the eternal 
Power and Spirit of God, that ſo forcibly 
wrought in me in order for my deliverance 
from the power of darkneſs and ſeduckion, I 
gave up to the holy requirings of God, as in- 
wardly made known to me: and clearly known 
were many things thus made. - Nothing elſe 
could ever ſo have opened my mind, and made 
known my duty to me. The Scriprures, other 
good books, religious converſation, contemp- 
lation upon the works of creation and Provi- 
dence, all thefe are very good means of in- 
formation; 3 but none of them, nor even all of

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them withont the "Holy 8 Irie 80 ; feating opera- 
tion and evidence upon the mind, can ever 
make a man ſure of his duty to Go in any 
one thing. He may reaſon, and ſet up many 
rules, meaſures, and ſtandards of duty and 
morality; but certainly he never will arrive 
thereat, without the help of that which in 
itſelf is certain. It may be ſaid the Scriptures 
are certain. Very well, but what certifies thee 
that they are 3 055 or that thou knoweſt 
cheir meaning? Do not the profeſſed maſters 
in reaſoning widely differ upon many paſſages 
in the ſacred writings? They all ſay they have 
reaſon on their ſide; but believe them not, 
nor believe that any thing is or can be certainly 
known to man, of the divine authority of the 
Scriptures, without the 4 and evidence bor 
the Holy Spirit. | 


But to proceed—T gave up very fully + to 
ſerve the Lord in the way of his leadings; I 
forſook rude and vicious company, withdrew 
into retirement, attended the meetings of 
Friends, and often ſought the Lord, and waited 
upon him in ſolemn reverential ſilence alone, 
for his counſel, direction, and preſervation; 
and he was graciouſly pleaſed to point out and 
caſt up the way for me, one thing after ano- 
ther, with fulliciency of clearneſs.

He 
alſo ſhewed me, that religion was an internal life 
in the ſoul; . thar'greatattention, ſincerity, and

though ever ſo reverently and properly 3, I 
muſt live continually in au inward watchfulneſs

and diſplays, to the diſcerning eye, the provi- 
dential power and glory of the great Superin- 
tendant. My ſoul hath ſometimes been enr 

tured whilſt I have viewed and contemplated 
the operation of his hand in theſe things, to- 
gether with the ſituation of places; rocks and 
lofty mountains, ſturdy oaks and tall cedars; 
rivers, lakes, and oceans; meadows, fields, and 
foreſts; deſerts and vaſt bowling wilderneſſes; 
with the various inhabitants of both land and | 
water; and over and above all theſe, the ſun, 
moon, and ſtars, in their courſes ; and conſtel- 
lations of heaven! All theſe things (though far 
ſhort of being ſufficient food for immortal fouls, 
_ perhaps not beſt to dwell much upon) have

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nevertheleſs animatingly aſſected my mind in 
the contemplation of chem 3 and p raifed my | ſoul 
in adoration to him who is the former of all 
things; and who, when he was pleaſed to an- 
ſwer out of the whirlwind, and awfully to inter- 
rogate his ſervant Job, for his inſtruction, was 
pleaſed to make the wonderful works of his 
Hand, and the excellent order of his govern- 
ment, the ſubjects of his demands. And who 
among the ſons of men can read the ſolemn 
queries, then uttered by the divine Majeſty, 

and not feel ſome tender emotions of ſoul ? ? 
£ Haſt thou commanded. the morning ſince thy 
days, and cauſed the day-fpring to know his 
* place?” is one among the many ſolemn 
and ſublime interrogatives, by the wiſdom of 
an all-knowing God, demanded of his ſervant; 
ſufficiently declaring, - beyond all heſitation, 
how infinitely exalted, above all human com- 
prehenſion, he is in wiſdom, power, and glory; 
as well as amply fetting forth his goodneſs to 


the ſons of men, in cauſing the regular returns 


of day and night, and other wonderful facceſ- 
ſions: cy revolutions, for the benefit and com- 
fort of his dependant creatures. Bow, O my 
foul; Adore — worſhip the God of thy life, 
who is the length of thy days, and thy portion 
for ever. His works are wondrous, paſt 
finding out, marvellous, and beyond thy com- 
prehenſion. Thou ſeeſt in part the mukitude 
and magnitude of his wonderful works; thou

tenance upon me. I fee and own it needful 
to my growth in the divine life, as well as in 
order to my complete emancipation from the 
ſervitude of fin, that he ſhould deal thus with 
me: and it has afforded inſtruction to my 
mind, that he is called in ſcilpture by the 
name of The Lord that hideth his face from 
the houſe of Jacob.

va — PI time of heavenly rejoicing, I 
began again to be tried with various exerciſes 
and conflicts of mind, though ſtill frequently 
Favoured with the flowings of divine love, in 
a'very comfortable and ſoul-fatisfying manner. 
At divers times I had lively impreſſions to ſay a 
few words more in publick teſtimony; but 
ſtill waited to be well aſſured. The unſpeak- 
able conſolation which I found on my firſt 
uttering a few words, and that after a con- 
fiderable time of rather holding back, than 
Haſty procedure, had fully confirmed me that 
there is greater ſafety in turning the fleece, 
and well proving it, both wet and dry, than 


in 
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in ruſhing forward in che firſt operations or. 
apenings. The beaſts allowed in ſacriſice, 
were to chew the cud and divide the hoof, 
Chewing the cud. is a deliberate act; they 
chew and ſwallow, and chew and ſwallow 
again.

Par- 
ticularly. I was bowed in conſideration of his 
wonderful. dealings with Noah, .and how he 
was with him in the ark; and how he. taught 
him to prepare it for his own and family's pre- 
ſervation; how he was with Abraham when 
he left his father's houſe at his command, and 
went forth, not knowing whither he was to go; 
alſo how he was with Iſrael in Egypt, through 
the Red Sea, the wilderneſs, and Jordan; with 
David, when he fled from Saul, being hunted

1 Much cloſe exetciſe of Wind 1 bad bor A con- 
ſiderable length of time, on account of ſome 
particular ſcruples, which from time to time 
revived with weight, and ſo preſſingly accom- 
Panied me, that I could not get rid of them. 
It being a time of war, and preparations for 


War between Great-Britain and America; and 
the rulers of America having made a paper 


currency profeſſedly for the ſpecial purpoſe of 
promoting or maintaining the war; and it 
being expected that Friends would be tried by 

requiſitions for taxes, principally for the ſup- 
port of war; I was greatly exerciſed in ſpirit, 
both on the account of taking and paſſing that 
money, and in regard to the payment of ſuch 
taxes; neither of which felt eaſy to my mind. 
I believed a time would come, when Chriſtians 
would not ſo far contribute to the encourage- 


ment and ſupport of war and fightings as 


voluntarily to pay taxes that were mainly, or 
even in conſiderable proportion, for defraying 


che expenſes thereof: and it was alſo impreſſed 


upon my mind, that if I took and paſſed the 
money that I knew was made on purpoſe to 
uphold war, I ſhould not bear a teſtimony 
Againſt war that for me, as an individual, 
0 be a faithful one. I knew the people's 
J minds 
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minds were in a rage againſt ſuch as, from 


any motive whatever, ſaid or acted any. thing 


tending. to diſcountenance - the war: I was 
ſenſible that refuſing to pay the taxes, or to 


take the currency, would immediately be con- 
ſtrued as a pointed oppoſition to the preſent 
war in particular; as even our refuſing to bear 


arms was, notwithſtanding our long and well- 
known teſtimony againſt it; and I had abundant 


. reaſon to expect great cenſure and. ſome ſuffer- 
ing in conſequence of my faithfulneſs, if I 


ſhould ſtand faithful in theſe: things; though. I 


knew that my ſeruples were unconnected with 
any party conſiderations, and uninfluenced by 


any motives but ſuch as reſpe& the propriety 


of a truly Chriſtian conduct, in regard to war 


at large. I had no deſire to promote the op- 
poſition to Great-Britain; neither had I any 


deſire on the other hand to promote the mea- 
ſures or ſucceſs of Great- Britain. I believed 


it my buſineſs not to meddle with any thing 


from ſuch views; but to let the porſherds of 


the earth alone in their ſmiting one againſt 
another; but I wiſhed to be clear in the ſight 
of God, and to do all that he might require of 


me, towards the more full introduction and 
coming of his peaceable kingdom and go- 
vernment on earth. 


I found many well: con- 
cerned brethren, who ſeemed to have little or 
nothing of theſe ſcruples; and ſome others 
who were like-minded with me herein. Under 


all theſe conſiderations the times looked ſome- 


what gloomy; and at ſeaſons great diſcourge- 
ment came over my mind. But after ſome

attended with much inward looking to the Lord 
for direction and ſupport, I was enabled to caſt

| in his ſervices come whatever might come, or

. thereof. I was well aware of many arguments 
and objections againſtꝶittending to ſuch ſcruples; 
| and ſome ſeemingly very plauſible ones from 
| ſeveral paſſages of ſcripture, eſpecially reſpect- 
ing taxes; but I believed I ſaw them all to 
: ariſe: from a want of clear underſtanding re- 
ſpecting the true meaning of thoſe paſſages; and 
I knew I had no worldly intereſt, eaſe, or 
honour, to promote, by an honeſt attention to 
what I believed were the reproofs and con- 
victions of divine inſtruction. I well knew, 
not only by reading, but experimentally, that 
He 1 doubteth is damned (condemned) 
if he eat; and that which is contrary to 
faith and conviction is fin: therefore I choſe 
rather to ſuffer in this world, than incur the 
diſpleaſure of him from whom come all: my 
conſolation and bleſſingg ss. 


In the Ninth month this year, 1776, in 
company with my dear friend Moſes Farnum, 
I vifited Friends at Richmond, in New Hamp- 
ire government, a branch of our Monthly 
Meeting. We were twice at their meeting, 
and viſited I believe all their families. It was 
an exerciſing time to me; and I was almolt. 
-wholly filent both in meetings and families; 
and even much reſtrained from * 
bids £14 75 * et 
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vet had a hope that all was working to- 
gether for my good; and I endured my trials 


with a degree of patience, though I often 


groaned inwardly for deliverance. However 
the Lord brought me through all, and moe 
me to rejoice in his falvation. | 


Fifth of Tenth month. Having for nearly 
a year declined taking the paper currency, 


- agreeably to the ſecret perſuaſion which I had 


of my duty therein, as before mentioned, I 


have now the ſatisfaction of- comparing the 


different rewards of obedience and diſobedi- 


ence. For though, from the very firſt circula- 
tion of this money, I felt uneaſy in taking it; 
yet fears and reaſonings of one kind or another 
prevailed on me to take it for a ſeaſon; and 
then it became harder to refuſe it than it would 
probably have been at firſt; but growing 
more uneaſy and diſtreſſed abour it, at length 
'I refuſed it altogether, ſince which I have felt 
great peace and ſatisfaction of mind therein; 
. which has, in a very confirming manner, been 
Increafing from time to time, the longer I have 


refuſed it: and although I get almoſt no money 


of any kind, little other being in circulation, 


yet 1 had much rather live and depend on 
divine Providence for a daily ſupply, than to 
increaſe in the mammon of this world's goods, 


by any ways or means inconſiſtent with the 
holy will of my heavenly Father: and the 
prayer of my ſoul to him is, that I and all his 
children may be preſerved faithful to him in 
all his requirings; and out of that love of 
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things here below, which alienates Keen the 
true love of and communion with him. 


In the Eleventh month this year, I wad, in 
company with a friend of our Monthly Meet- 
ing, the meetings and many of the families of 
Friends on Rhode-Ifland, and had much ſatis- 
faction therein: for though I had hard work 
m fome families, and paſſed through ſome cloſe 
exerciſes, yet the Lord was with me and bore 
me up through all; opening my way in the 
ſering of divine life, and furniſhing with ſuit- 
Able matter for communication, to the relief 
and conſolation of my own mind, and I hope 
to the benefit and comfort of others. And it 
was remarkable to me, that in a very ſhort 
time, indeed. not many days after I had thus 
diſcharged my duty, and paid this legacy of 
love to my dear friends on this iſland, the 
king's troops took poſſeſſion thereof, whereby 
the communication was greatly obſtructed for 
a conſiderable length of time between Friends 
there and the main; ſo that, had I not given 
up to perform this ſmall ſervice juſt as I did, 
and when the weight of it was livingly upon 
me, it is probable I might never have done it 
at all, or not to much ſatisfaction. A ſenſe of 
the Lord's goodnels in enabling me to go in the 
right time, and to find relief and ſatisfaction in 
the viſit, bowed my mind, and raiſed deſires 
therein that I might ever live like one who 
knows himſelf to be but a pilgrim on the earth, 
and that God alone can ſuſtain him. Amen. 
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Firſt day, Sth of Twelfth month. Divers 
Friends of our meeting at Providence became 
exerciſed, in regard to a commotion that was 
prevailing among the inhabitants. It was faid, 

and I ſuppoſe was true, that a Britiſh: fleet 

with troops had been ſeen not far from Rhode- 
Iſland; and it was ſuppoſed they were aiming 
to come into Newport harbour, and probably 
up the river to this town. This greatly ſur- 
prized many of the inhabitants. Many moved 
their goods, and ſome their families out of 
toyyn, in great haſte and precipitancy. The 
wtovin ſeemed in an uproar; carts rattling, and 
teams driving all night; and, among others, 

à few friends, in this ſudden eonfternation, 
were induced to move ſome of their effects 
alſo, and a ſmall matter was done at moving 
their families. This being, in the view of ſome 
concerned friends, a weighty, ſerious matter, 
a conference was held after the afternoon 
meeting upon the occaſion, ſome friends of 
other meetings alſo being preſent; and though 
nothing cenſorious or uncharitable appeared 
reſpecting the conduct of any, yet it was 
adviſed that Friends fhould be very careful 
to act in moderation, and not in the hurry; 
but wait for clearneſs, and for ability to act 
becoming our holy profeſſion. Next day this 
advice was further inculcated by the Meeting. 
for Sufferings which fat in town; and which, 
after ſolid conſideration, adviſed that Friends 
keep {till and quiet, and do no more; unleſs 
upon deep and ſolid conſideration, the way 
ſhould be clearly ſeen for any on do f 
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It was alſo thought adviſeable for Friends in 
all things to conduct themſelves, fo as not to 
increaſe the commotion and intimidation which 
were already too prevalent among the people. 

This advice was very ſavoury to ſome of our 

"minds, whoſe-exerciſe was great on this occa- 

fon; and whoſe travail of foul was, that 
Friends might be preſervee in the. e bf 
JE we ble truth. 


Filth day, 12th of Twelfth month. My mind 
was impreſſed ſo deeply with a lively ſenſe of 
the excelleney and neceffity of true Chriſtian 
charity, that T had to ſpeak of it in our meet- 
ing, in the conſtrainings of the Father's love, 
labouring to encourage Friends to cultivate 
this excellent virtue, in their own mince and 
d in each other. A b 1D 


Firſt Hay; 5th of Firſt mom; 1777. ber 
the want of cloſe attention to the word of 
divine life in my own ſoul, I made a blunder 
in my pvblick teſtimony; which greatly hum- 
bled me, and made me very careful and watch- 
ful afterwards. Oh! it is good to truſt in the 
Lord with all our hearts, not leaning to our 
on underſtandings. It was relying too much 
on my own underſtanding and memory, which 
brought this great anxiety upon me. And 1

Fisch day, 3d of Fourth month. - Aſter 1 


8 words which I became concerned to ex- 


preſs in our week - day meeting, my mind was ſo 


elothed with the ſpirit of prayer and ſupplica- 
tion, that I was prevailed upon to kneel down 
and publickly addreſs the Throne of Grace. 


This was the firſt time I ever appeared in vocal 


publick ſupplication; and it was truly much in 
the croſs, as alſo in great fear and reverence. 


It was indeed to me an awful thing, publickly - 


to call on the name of the Lord; and I have 
been many times ſorely grieved at the light, 
eaſy, and unfeeling manner in which many do 
it. A few weeks after this, to wit, che 25th 
- e Fourth month, in writing a little piece 
üſpecial occaſion, after particularly and af- 
aclianaely mentioning the tender feelings and 
emotions of my heart towards ſeveral particular 
friends and acquaintances, my ſoul ſeemed over- 
whelmed with love and almoſt unutterable 
good-will to the people of the Lord, wherever 
ſcattered, the world over: in the freſh flow- 
ings whereof I enlarged nearly as' follows : 
But above all, O Sion, thou city of the 
* living God! what ſhall I ſay to thee? All 
that is alive within me is moved at thy being 
now brought into my remembrance! How 
© ſhall I expreſs the overflowings of that love 
I now feel for thee ; or that ardently travail- 


© ing exercife, which, m the rolling of tender 


* bowels, engages my foul for ailing

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welfare? May the Lord of hoſts encamp 
round about thee, as a wall of fire for thy 
© defence !- Mayſt thou know an abiding in

© croſs, O Iſrael! The Lord alone can keep 
© thee, and he only is worthy of thy cloſeſt

May the bleſſings 
of the everlaſting hills reſt upon you; and 
eſpecially upon ſuch of you as have been, as 
it were, ſeparated from your brethren, and 
devoted to the great work of the Lord in the 
earth: and be ye aſſured, if ye hold faſt the 
beginning of your confidence and engage- 
ment ſtedfaſtly to the end, no weapon formed 
againſt you ſhall ever proſper ;- the tongue 
that riſeth in judgment againſt you ſhall be 
© condemned; and even though Gog and Magog 
wage war and oppoſe you, the Lamb and his 
© followers ſhall have the victory. And as I

ſupport you, as you make God your re- 
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have good grounds to believe this was written 
in the good-will of him who dwelt in the 
© buſh,” I feel eaſy to tranſcribe it MoS and 
give it a place in theſe memoirs. 


Having ſome time before this Aiſinifſed, my 
ſchool at Providence, I opened one at Smith- 
field, on the 12th of the 4th month, 1778, 
under the care, inſpection, and direction of a 
ſolid committee, appointed by the monthly 
meeting for that purpoſe. Soon after this, I 
took ſeveral colds one after another, until at 
length, on the 26th of the Second month, leav- 
ing our Monthly Meeting, being quite unable to 
ſit through it, I went to my ſiſter's, where I was 
confined ſeveral weeks, brought very low, and 
at times ready to doubt my recovery. Indeed 
many of my friends and relations pretty much 
gave over expecting it. I was, after a ſeaſon 
of deep exerciſe and probation, enabled to 
reſign up life and all into the hands of him 
who made me, and to ſay in ſincerity, Thy will 
be done in life or death. And as I lay one 
night in great diftreſs of body, and deep 
thoughtfulneſs of mind, I was drawn into an 
awful view of death, eternity, and eternal judg- 
ment, in a manner that I never had before; 
but feeling my mind perfectly reſigned to de- 
part this life, and launch into an endleſs eters 
nity, if ſo the Lord my God ſhould pttaſe to 
order it; and finding all pain of body and 
anxiery of mind removed; I lay {till ſome time, 
thinking, probably, l might ere long be re- 
Jeaſed from all the pangs and toils of . time, | 
into 
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into che glorious rejoicings of * life. But, 
er a conſiderable length of time had paſſed 
in inward and profound ᷓſtillneſs and adoration, 
large fields of labour were opened, and I ſaw 
that I muſt travel from place to place in this 
and diſtant lands, in the Lord's commiſſion 
and ſervice. From this time I. never enter- 
tained a doubt of my recovery, although J 
ad afterwards a return or two of the diſorder 
more fevere than before: for theſe openings 
were in the freſh evidence of divine life, which 
never deceived me. A flow of divine favour, | 
in the ſheddings abroad of the love of God in 
my. heart, — freſh and living with me 
through moſt of the remaining time of my 
illneſs. After a few days I began to recover, 
and pretty ſoon got a little about again, and 
before a great while, attained my uſual ſtare of 
health. May thankſgiving, and glory, and 
honour, be ever aſcribed by my foul to him 
who has been with me in ſickneſs and in 
health, ſupporting: and preſerving me in both, 
and enabling me to reſign to his divine diſpoſal. 
May I ever live anſwerably to ſuch regard of 
the Higheſt to me a poor worm of the duſt. 
My ſoul has been bowed, felf has been abaſed, 
— through deep proſtration, I have been 
made to joy in the Lord, and rejoice in the 
ſalvation of my God and Saviour.

About the latter end of the Sixth month this 
year, an old acquaintance of mine, being now 
collector of rates, came and demanded one of 


me. I aſked: him what it was for! ? He ſaid, 5

fink the paper money. I told him, as that 
money was made expreſsly for the purpoſe of 
carrying on war, I had refuſed: to take it; 
and, for the ſame reaſon, could not pay a tax 
do ſink i it, believing it my duty to bear teſti- 
mony againſt war and fighting. I informed 
him, that for divers years paſt, even divers 
years before the war began, and when I had 
no expectation of ever being tried in this way, 
it had been a ſettled belief with me, that it 
was not right to pay ſuch taxes; at Jeaſt not 
right for me, nor, in my apprehenſion, Tight 
in itſelf ; though many ſincere brethren may 
not at preſent fee its repugnanty-to the pure 
and peaceable ſpirit of the goſpel. I let him 
know I did not wiſh to put him to any trouble, 
but would be glad to pay it if I could con- 
ſiſtently with my perſuaſion. He appeared 
moderate, thoughtful, and rather tender; and, 
after a time of free and pretty full conver- 
ſation upon the ſubject, went away in a pleafant 
diſpoſition of mind, I being truly glad to ſee 
him ſo. Divers ſuch demands were made of 
me in thoſe troubleſome times for divers years: 
I ever found it beſt to be very calm and can- 
did; and to open, as I was from time to time 
enabled, the genuine grounds of my refuſal; 
and that, if poſſible, fo as to reach the under. 
ſtandings of thoſe who made the demand.

I ſpent nearly, if. not quite, without condem- 
nation; and, I believe, without fin ; though 
many others were fo ſpent, as to cauſe more 
or leſs of anxiety and woe. But I even found 


the miniſtration of condemnation was truly - 


glorious, becauſe it prepared my mind for, 
and led to, the more glorious miniſtration of 
Juſtification. Fervent was the engagement of 
my mind, and often my peace. flowed like a 

river, and Sion's welfare ſwallowed up almoſt 
all other conſiderations and concerns. Much 
travail did I often feel for the preſervation 
and growth of the Lord's viſited childreng 1 
mean thoſe who had become livingly ſenſible 
of the operations of his divine power upon 
their ſpirits; and to ſome of theſe I wrote, 
once in a while, an encouraging or 
letter. A conſiderable number of theſe I have 
by me, but, to avoid ſwelling theſe memoirs, 
I omit them here, as alſo à great part of the 


minutes and memorandums which I made of 
my exerciſes, watchings, ſtrivings, and trials 


in thoſe days. In the time of waiting on the 
Lord in ſilent retirement alone, which was 


moſtly my daily practice, it ſometimes pleaſed 
him to vail his holy preſence from me, in 
order to prove my patience and ſtedfaſt reli- 
ance upon him; and ſometimes to command 
a ſolemn awful ſilence in me, wherein he often 
ſtood revealed in majeſtick all- ſufficiency before 
me, in a manner which I have no words to 
convey a clear idea of, to any, who have not 
experienced the ſame in themſelves. But I 
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am affured that all, who rightly wait upon 
him in their own minds, will find him a God 

nigh at hand, and graciouſly diſpofed to re- 
pleniſh and fatisfy the hungry ſoul. I do not 
believe a man can go. aſide, and fit down 


alone, to make the experiment, merely to ſee 


what the conſequence of ſitting in ſilence will 
be, without a real hunger and heart-felt tra- 
vail, and therein be favoured with the flow- 
ings of the holy oil. But none ever wait 
rightly and perſeveringly upon God in vain. 
The incomes of his love afford more true joy,

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In the Twelfth month this year, in company 
with my dear friend Eliſha Thornton, I viſited 
ſeveral families of Friends at Dartmouth. 
It was a time of great trial. I was ſhut up in 
ſillence, pain, and poverty of ſpirit,” in divers 
families. I felt like a wanderer through a 
trackleſs deſert ; yet, not being eaſy to quit 


the ſervice, I went on; but {till for ſome time 


found no relief, morethan a conſciouſneſs of 
integrity to my God; but, magnified be his 
name for ever, in depth of diſtreſs he heard 

my cry, and aroſe with healing in his wings;

The 31ſt of the Third month, 1790. I went 
to ſee my much beloved friend, Moſes Farnum, 
at Uxbridge, in his laſt ſickneſs. His diſorder 


was paralytick, He could not ſpeak ſo as to 


communicate much of his mind by words 
but the lively ſenſibility of his mind, and the 
tenderneſs and brokenneſs of his ſpirit, were 
refreſhing to my ſoul. Divers friends were 


preſent, and nearly all were melted into tears 


and heart- felt tenderneſs. He was juſt able 
to make us ſenſible of his great peace of mind 
in his late religious . 3 and that the ſeal 
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and evidence of divine approbation therein, 


was now impreſſed on his mind. Light and 
life appeared to triumph over all in him. He 
ſeemed reſigned to every trial; he alſo mani- 


feſted great gladneſs that in health he had 
ſettled and diſpoſed of his outward affairs to 


ſatis faction. On the 11th of the Fifth month 


he was decently buried, having gradually de- 


elined, until death removed him from works to 
rewards. I truſt he now enjoys a manſion of 
undiſturbed repoſe in the paradiſe of God. 
He was, in the latter part of his life, a pillar 


in the Lord's: houſe, a faithful watchman on 


the walls of Sion; and his memory is precious.

tions. This practice alſo learns them ſilence 
and ſubjectian; ; it curbs their wills and habitu- 
ates them to reſtraint, and a patient waiting 
For their parents permiſſion, to engage in their 
little diverſions. The habits of ſilence, ſub- 
jection, and patient waiting for permiſſion, are 
very uſeful to children from infancy to mature 
age; and many ſuffer much for want of it. I 


have alſo ſeen much advantage to children, and 


indeed to whole families, from the practice of 
a ſolemn pauſe at meals: it learns children ſtill- 
neſs, deceney, and reverence; and, where it 
is done in a feeling manner, with minds rightly 
turned to feel after God, and experience his 
pleſſing, and is not practiſed in a flight formal 
manner, it tends to ſeaſon and ſolemnige the 
minds of young and old. I have ſeen it done 
in à very careleſs lifeleſs manner, with ſcarce 
any reverence; divers of the family converſing

living fervent charity. Therefore let us ever 
keep ſteadily to our plain way of living, in the 
hfe of truth: for I am aſſured, ſo far as it is 
rightly kept to, truth owns and ſupports it; 
and its influence on the mind is very beneficial. 
But, Oh, that we may ever be preſerved from 
a narrow, raſh, cenſorious ſpirit; and from

For now the 
ſixth  ſeal.i is opened, which: leads through re- 
ne wed works of wonder and amazement, terror 
and abafement, even to the ſtripping off of 
almoſt all that ever was attained.

The eternal light of heaven, the 
emanations of the Divinity, are now obſcured 
by fogs and clouds that intervene, and black- 
neſs or darkneſs overwhelms the mind. The 
fainter light of reaſon, the moon, affords no 

aid, nor ſcarcely ſhines, or ſhines dimly (as 
we ſee the outward moon through fogs and va- 
Pours, red almoſt as blood); for the weighed 
down mind is ſo diſtreſſed, toſſed up and down, 
that diſtraction, or a ceflation of intellectual ar-

The more extenſive and general fignification' 
and meaning of theſe myſteries: I am not at 
preſent to enter upon here; nor indeed is 
it very much our buſmeſs as individuals to 
inquire. Suffice it to know pride hid from 
us, the haughtineſs of man laid low, and every 
exalted imagination brought thoroughly down. 
Oh! bleſfed, though for the preſent, painful 
reduction! Rejoĩce, O, Chriſtian traveller, 
when thou art fo happy as to know the 
ſtronger bind the ſtrong and mighty in thee ;

and having endured che great day of wrath and 
judgment for ſin in themſelves, their works are 
gone beforehand to judgment; and they are 


not afraid of the day of wrath to the wicked: | 


for perfect love caſts out all ſuch fear; they 
are heirs of God, and joint heirs with Chriſt ; 
they have part in the firſt reſurrection, and 
the; ſecond death hath no power over them. 
And now, having paſſed through the very hour 
and power of darkneſs, endured the fiery trial, 
drank the cup the crucified Saviour drank ot, 
and been baptized with his baptiſm, they come

people; not having liberty, as they keep to 
the openings and ſhuttings of him who — 
the key of David, to gratify thoſe itching 
ears. This and conſiderably more they were 
reminded of. In the meeting for diſcipline 
(both men's and women's, for we were con- 
cerned to go into theirs), they were adviſed 
to keep to their own gifts, and not depend

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them leads us into much care, cumber, and 
expenſe of time, thereby encroaching upon the 
time we ought to ſpend at meetipgs, viſiting the 
ſick, &c. and cutting off from us ſufficient time 
for inward retirement in our families, as well 
as for taking care of the affairs of the church. 
Now all theſe ſervices, when rightly engaged 
in, greatly tend to our growth and refinement, 
and real comfort and happineſs in this life and 
hereafter; as alſo to the promotion of the 
cauſe of truth in the earth. Oh! how mortals 
grovel here in earth, and earth's perplexing 
cares, to their great loſs of more ſubſtantial 
enjoyments! Whereas, if willing to be bound 
by the girdle of truth, we might have plenty 
of time for all our religious duties, and have 
ſufficient to ſpare to educate our children. We 
were alſo. concerned to caution againſt keeping 

ſuperfluities and gay things, to fell to others.

mankind! Indeed the language of ſolemn 
ſupplication ran powerfully through my mind, 
with a melting ſenſibility for all; that the 
dead might be raiſed, quickened, and made 
alive, in that life which is hid with Chriſt in 
God. Many individuals of my acquaintance, 
both in places where I had viſited abroad, 
and alſo at home in our own, and neighbour» 
ing Monthly meeting, came freſh into my 
remembrance, with ſuch ardency of deſire, 
and breathings of foul, fer their growth, pre- 
ſer vation, and improvement, as will not readi- 
ly be concerved by ſuch as have not felt the 
fame.

So at a ſuitable ſeaſon 1 opened my con- 
cern reſpecting a viſit to the ſouthward, in a 
meeting of miniſters and elders, who expreſſed 
a good degree of unity and clearneſs. After 
this, believing it beſt to remove my family to 
my old home at North Providence, and having 
done it accordingly, I applied to the Preparative 
i meeting at Providence, .m order that my con-

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ly meeting for a certificate. And having ob- 


tained a certificate of the concurrence of the 
Monthly meeting, it was carried to the Quar- 
terly meeting in the Firſt month, 1789; and 
there che Lord was pleaſed to fill my ſoul 
with ſtrength, and gave utterance to my 
weight of exerciſe and concern, to the greatly 
tendering of my own heart, and the hearts of 
my brethren and ſiſters.

and having early had a proſpect of being at 
Philadelphia, at the time of the General Spring 
meeting of Miniſters and Elders, to be held 
there in the Third month; 17893 and ſtill feel- 
ing bound to endeavour to be at that meet- 
ing, I got ready; and my friend Daniel Aldrich: 
having found a concern upon his mind to 
accompany me, and obtained a certificate of 
concurrence of his friends, we ſet forward on 
the journey the th of the Third month, 1789: 


having taken an, affectionate and heart-tender« 


ing farewel of my dear wife and family, re- 
commending them to the Lord for preſer- 
vation, conſolation and ſupport, in full. con- 
fidence that he would not fail them, if their 
truſt continued firmly in him. We rode ſeveral 
days, ;paſſing:through the ſtare of Connetticur, 
without meeting any of our brethren, except 


a few in one place, after parting with my. 
K 2 ; a 
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dear father-in-law, my beloved brother-in-law 
Joſeph Anthony, and our kind young friend 
Obadiah Brown, who rode part of the firſt 
day with us. We met with very kind treat- 
ment among the Preſbyterians in Connecticut; 
and I had to believe, from the ſtate of mind 
which many of them appeared to be in, and 
from the impreſſion which I had among them, 
that a time would yet come when. the bleſſed 
tr uth would have a: much freer entrance ope- 
ration and acknowledgment among that people 
than has yet been evident. May. the Lord 


buaſten his great work in the earth, and when 


and ſo far as he pleaſcth, take unto him his 
great power and reign' throughout the king- 

doms of men! We got to New York on 
Seventh day, the 14th of the month, and 
ſtaid their fore and afternoon meetings on 
Firſt day, but were quite ſhut up therein. 

Jerſey, 
and ſo on to Philadelphia; where we arrived on 
Sixth day the 20th at evening; having attended 
a little meeting by the way, at Bordemtown in 
Jerſey, and alſo the Quarterly meeting at Had- 
donfield.

thongh through deep ſufferings in ſpirit. After 
this, we had meetings at Chriſtiana-Bridge, 
and the head of Elk, among people moſtly.

Fourth Weh, ad denz 0 ay: of the 
week, we'tried to get to the Monthly meeting 
at Deer Creek; but could not get over the 
river Suſquehanna until too late to reach meet- 
ing ſeaſonably; but we found we had a ſer- 
vice among ſeveral young friends near thè 
river. After we had cleared our minds to them, 
the way ſoon opened for us to croſs the river:

(where very few friends live near,) among 
Baptiſts; Methodiſts, ſome Friends, &c. We 
evidently felt that ſome of them had pitched 
in battle array againſt us in their minds; and 
for a time the Lord ſuffered them to ſhur up 
the kingdom of heaven, not entering them- 
ſelves, nor ſuffering thoſe that gladly would 
have entered. At length à ſmall degree of 
life aroſe, and I told them the battle was the 
Lord's, and if he ſuffered them to ſhut up the 
kingdom, the loſs would be their own; and 
that it was likely thoſe formerly, whoſe un- 
belief prevented our Saviour's doing many 
mighty works in certain places, might be ready 
to vaunt over him, and to think he could not 
make his way among them: and yet I thought 
their victay, if ſuch they eſteemed it, was in 
no wiſe glorious ; but greatly to their own 
loſs, or the prevention of much good that 
they might otherwiſe have received. I then 
acknowledged to them freely, chat we had 
nothing at our own command to offer for their 
good; nor any weapons of our own to oppoſe - 
their warlike preparations with; told them 1 
had little thought, when in che pure conſtrain- 
mgs of goſpel love and good will, I gave up 
to have a meeting with them, that they would 
have come together prepared for war; but 
that I was aſſured it was fo, for I could feel 
the inward ſtate and oppoſition of ſome of 
their minds, as plain as I could fee their bodies 
with my ontward eyes. Moreover I informed 
them, that if the Lord engaged me in it, I was

nat afraid or aſhamed to fighr, even upon a 
tetreat, if he did not make way for an ad- 
vance; that I was not at all afraid of my life, 
how many Goliaths ſoever- might defy the 
armies of the living God; for my life 1 had 
given up to his dilpoſal, to be laid down in 
Bis cauſe, if he pleaſed, in any part of the 
globe. E came not from my own land, and 
Amy near and dear connections in life, to do 
y will, but his who ſent me; and while 
1 ſtand faithful in his holy will — counſel, in 
the openings and leadings of his divine light 
and life, I fear no evil, danger, or difficulty; 
nor all- the art and maliee- of men or devils ; 
though 1 fully know that of myſelf I can do 
nothing. However, I told them, for their 
own ſakes, in order chat they might have the 
full benefit of the meeting, I deſired them to 
lay aſide their warlike weapons; that inward 
oppoſition wherein they ſtood againſt. the in- 
Kt life of all true ads and rhe doctrines 
of the -everlaſting goſpel. And as they knew 
themſelves guilty of an inward oppoſition to 
us, and our meſſage, it began to work con- 
viction in them: they wondered how I knew 
it; but ſceing I did know it, and was enabled 
fo. plainly to tell em the inward ſtate and 
thoughts of their own hearts, it won upon 
them, drew their attention, removed their pre- 
Walen, and ſoftened their hearts towards us 
and our teſtimony.

directly reverſe to what they, or ſome of them, 
felt in the fore- part of the meeting yeſterday; 

their hearts were open, and our way was alſo 


ſoon opened into a living enlargement in the 


doctrines of truth : I truſt to our and their 
mutual ſatisfaction and conſolation of ſoul, 


though their outward performances and life- 


leſs devotions were largely and livingly teſti- 
fied againſt. Our next meeting was on the 
day following at Randolph Court-houſe, among 
people of various profeſſions ; and, magnified 
for ever be the name of the Lord, our leader 
and director! he was graciouſly pleaſed to break 
in upon us in a wonderful manner. Light ſhined
